Washington—M3)—Selective immi- 


gration as a panacea for two of tha 
nation's problems—racketeering and 
unemployment — and to improve 
economic conditions is advocated bv 
aarry E. Hull, recently reappointed 
by President Hoover as commission- 
er general ot immigration. 


It will be a happy Xew Tear for 


"the commissioner if congress during' 
the coming 12 months makes this 
system the foundation of the coun- 
try's immigration policy and in his 
sponsorship of it he will have the 
support of the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Asserting that in contrast to the 


present system under which thous- 
ands of unneeded alien laborers are 
admitted annually, selective immigra- 
tion would permit accepting only 
those who would aid industry, Mr. 
Hull said today it would be based 
upon one simple formula. 


"We would find out where a man, 


is going." he said, "what he is going 
to do there and t.hether there is 
room for him under economic needs 
before admitting him. If he intend- 
ed engaging in some occupation, in 
which there is already a surplus, 
he would not be permitted to come."

WHO'S WHO IN NEWS 


Newspaper readers are probably in- 


terested in checking up, by their own 
judgment, the verdict of the head or 
one of the big news agencies on the 
''ten greatest news figures in the 
world." He gives them, in what he con- 
siders their order of importance, as fol- 
lows: President Hoover first. King 
George and the Prince of Wales sec- 
ond, Lindbergh third, Mussolini fourth, 
Premier 
MacDonald 
fifth, 
Lloyd 


George sixth, Henry 
Ford seventh, 


Thomas A. Edison eighth, George Ber- 
nard Shaw ninth and Owen D. Young 
tenth. 


Such a line-up is useful to practical 


newspaper men. It will be questioned, 
of course. Anyone might make a dif- 
ferent list. But it does suggest what 
people today, in this country, seem to 
prefer reading about. "What Americans 
may prefer reading about next year or 
the year after is another story. Like- 
wise what other nationalities may pre- 
fer reading about now. Europeans 
would not admit so many American 
names. Asiatics, who vastly outnum- 
ber Europeans and Americans com- 
bined, might submit a surprisingly dif- 
ferent list, with names that most of us 
have never heard of. 


Historical importance is another 


matter. Only the perspective of the dis- 
tant future can appraise that. Kews- 
papennen, chronicling today and sel- 
dom trying to guess beyond next week, 
have to content themselve& mostly with 
public taste as they see it. For neXvs 
purposes, men^and women that people 
obviously like to read about are "im- 
portant." Any paper that tries to sub- 
stitute its own arbitrary judgment for 
public taste will not be read. And being 
read is the life of a newspaper. 


POPULAR BROADCASTING 
A new radio questionnaire, conduct- 


ed from a single city, but covering a 
large area, brings these conclusions; 
"Mixed programs" are the most popu- 
lar. Semi-classical music comes second, 
straight classical music third. Jazz and 
dramatics are tied for fourth place. 
Broadcast talks come nfth^and sports 
sixth. 


This result will surprise many 


people. It is not so remarkable that jazz 
music should sink so low as it appar- 
ently does in public estimation—there 
have been many hints before that jazz 
was losing its appeal. But why should 
sports come last? Is there less' interest 
in sports than the. newspapers, for in- 
stance, take for granted? Or,are the 
broadcasting stations not presenting 
the sport news well? 


Another thing—two thirds of the 


voters in this questionnaire say "there 
is too much commercial broadcasting."' 
Evidently the sponsors of radio pro- 
grams are making their business ap- 
peals too obvious. 


Here is a field where modesty and 


artistry are important. Radio advertis- 
ing has to be done subtly, delicately, by 
suggestion or intimation rather than 
outright flaunting of trade names and 
commodity merits. The advertiser who 
tries to grab the other gets left. People 
tune out, and remember unpleasantly 
what was meant to be a pleasant meni- 
orv. 


CHANGING CITY NAMES 


The Turkish government, like the 


Russian, is "changing everything." The 
dictator at Moscow changed St. Peters- 
burg to Petrograd and then Leningrad, 
and the rider at Angora changes Con- 
stantinople to Istamboul. 
The latter 


name, however, is no novelty to the 
Turks. 
"Istamboul"' or "Stamboul" 


has long been the Turkish name for the 
old city, and has been used as such by 
Europeans, while the historic name 
"Constantinople"' was used for the 
modern city inhabited mainly by Euro- 
peans. 


The word is a curious example, too, 


:- of linquistic change. "Stamboul" is said 
Tto be simply the result of the effort of 


the Turkish conquerors, centuries ago, 
to pronounce the Greek name "Con- 
stantinople/' or "City of Constantine." 
It is reminiscent of another peculiar 
change which turned the name of the 
great Alexander to "Iskander" and sim- 
ilar variations, appearing in the name 
of the famous Albanian hero, Scander

PHILIPPINE COMPETITION 
The question of Philippine indepen- 


dence comes up again, in peculiar cir- 
cumstances. A Washington observer 
says the islands "suddenly find them- 
selves closer to independence than at 
any time in their history." 


This situation grows out of the tariff 


fight. Senators and representatives 
from agricultual states specializing in 
beet^sugar and dairy products find com- 
petitioiTin ^heap Philippine cane sugar 
and in coconut oil, used as a base for 
butter substitutes. These products now 
come in free. If the Philippines them- 
selves were free, this country could 
keep them out with a protective tariff. 
So.there is the prospect of an alliance 
between the lawmaking group referred 
to and the larger group which is always 
in favor of Philippine independence. 
Combined, they might make a majority 
and accomplish this coup. 


The Filipinos have been promised 


their freedom repeatedly by presidents, 
congresses and party platforms. Ful- 
fillment of the pledge has usually been 
conditioned on the political develop- 
ment of the natives, but in reality the 
reasons probably are strategic 
and 


commercial. Up to this time, it has nev- 
er occurred to anybody that they would 
be ready for self-government whenever 
they were able to compete seriously 
with American products.

now compete harder than ever.

That eager sur- 
geon would have us believe, then, 
that more than a third of all the 
young women in his state should un- 
dergo goiter operations.

THE POLITICS OF THE 


KING JAMES TOBSMM 


Did you ever read the dedication 


of the Kins James Version ot the 
Bible? It mar be found in th* front 
of most of the copies of that ver- 
sion of the scripture- and it mafcea 
interesting reading. 
Interesting because of ft* contract 


in style and spirit to -what follows 
in the work itself. The *?"t«»a of 
the King James version has been the 
glory of English literature for three 
centuries. It 
*as influenced the 
styles of many of the greatest writ- 
ers England has produced. It is the 
English of Shakespeare—to robust, 
vivid, fresh English that was a, ready 
living tool for the greatest dramat- 
ist the world has seen. It called a 
spade but not in a. truculent tone 
of bravado; There is nothin- of the 
spirit of "I'll make you swallow plain 
words, you overpolite sissies" that is 
often present In thig business of cal- 
ling a spade a spade. The Kins 
James translators of the Bible just 
naturally said "leg" -when they 
meant leg, without thinking about it. 
The same with many other 'words 
and phrases that a. less robust gen- 
eration blushed for. 


Given scholarship and fidelity to 


the original, the King James version 
of the Bible could hardly have mis- 
sed being great. Its substance was 
great to begin with —at least much 
of it. No translator^ could very well 
make a. poor poem of the Book ot 
Job or an indifferent narrative of the 
Gospels. 


Bat the simplicity and robust beau- 


ty of much of the original of the He- 
brew literature known as the Bi- 
Me found its perfect dress in the ro- 
bustness and beauty of Elizabethen 
English, for although the translation 
bears the name of James it legiti- 
mately belongs to the age of the per- 
iod to which Elizabeth save hpr 
name; the Elizabethan age did - not 
end with the death of Elizabeth. The 
Bible and Elizabethan English were 
a perfect pair. Fifty years yater the 
marriage of these two would- have 
been far less happy.

But note the contrast between ev- 


en Elizabethan English when men 
speak officially and when they speak 
as artists and lovers of truth. The 
dedication to King James is one of 
the most monstrous examples of af- 
fectation and sycophancy that you 
can come across in a week's reading 
Gone is the simple directness of the 
translation itself, gone the beauty 
ot phrase, the saltiness of wortts. 
Cut adrift from the truth and sin- 
cerity and directness of the writers 
of the Bible, the translators who 
wrote this dedication adopted' the 
diction of secondrate politicians who 
liave a weather eye open for the safe- 
ty of their jobs. The dedication is as 
stilted a piece of writing as may 
be found inthe more stilted writers 
of that period. 


The translation of the Bible was 


of course a political matter England 
iad been Protestant for some time 


it had not yet completely 'feet" 


in its Protestantism. The Church, of 
England was what today would "be 
called a. political party. What could 
strengthen, it in a political way? 
SJng James could see a clever po- 
itical move as well as the next 
man. Translate the Bible, get the 
religious faction of the country back 
of him. 


Ths dedication opens with a para- 


graph in which the translators hum- 
bly thank God because He has made 
the succession secure after the death 
of Elizabeth. The reference is un- 
ashamedly political; aside from the 
painfully pious phrasing, it might 
lave been written by members of 
Tammany Hall. The rest of the doc- 
ument is more or-less of a. piece. Be- 
bre the end there is even a neat 
slap at the opposite political party— 
he Romanists, in other words, -who 
vant to destroy Protestantism and 
•vho will doubtless pass severe criti- 
cism on the translation. 


That men of that day trere not 


sycophants at heart the translation 
tself proves. Ho-w they could make 
hemselves crawl in the dust as they 
do in this dedication before a king 
who was only a. pompous fool is al- 
most beyond belief. 


Fortunately the translation itself 


was not in the manner of the dedica- 
tion and for the reason the King 
"ames Bible remains one of the glor- 
es of English literature.

Horse-Drawn Carriage 


Paris —(A1)— The last horse-drawn 


carriage has rolled out of the Ely- 
see palace stables. The four car- 
riages in which kings and emperors 
have ridden have gone to the Com- 
piegne museum. 
The gilt-trimmed 


harnesses and the gorgeous liveries 
have become reLcs of the "old! days." 


"When the late Czar Nicholas II of 


Russia came to Paris In 1896, on his 
memorable "friendship" tour of Eu- 
ropean capitals, the- state carriage 
dratm by four horses made its last 
ppearance in the streets of Paris. 
The three Jess formal vehicles were 
used for a few years but the auto- 
mobile crowded the horses out of the 
stables and the horses never eaiue 
back. 


Out at Versailles, in the stables 


of the Triannon, are the ornate gold- 
trimmed red carriages of Napoleon 
and the Bourbon kings. The presi- 
dential conveyances are less showy 
but rich and so well made they lasted 
f r many years. 


The first state carriage, called a 


"berime," is •white satin-lined, the 
closed body enamelled in black with 
red, gold-striped running gear. It is

In the case of other Indians who 
have money, the Indian agent turns 
the money over to each one as he 
thinks advisable. 


In every community where the 


JnrHana have had any money, sharp- 
ers have preyed upon them, and this 
has been especially true -with the 
Osages of Oklahoma. The Osages 
used to live in Kansas. They sold 
fheir land there in the nineties and 
the money was used to buy cheaper 
land in Oklahoma. They still own 
this land as a tribe and the money 
obtained from the leases they have 
sold to oil interests has been divided 
equally among them. 


Thus they had no chance to amass 


the enormous fortunes •which a few 
Indians gained by having their own 
allotments of land—as in the case of 
Jackson Barnett, who was forced to 
take 160 acres of seemingly worthless 
land after he had refused to accept 
any at all and later found he had 
the most valuable 160 acres in the 
JHrorld. 
-' The government has dope all It 
could to protect the money of the 
Osages and other Oklahoma Indians, 
but it has been badly handicapped 
by a mixture of state and federal 
authority. 
The state courts there 


appoint guardians for Indians and 
the Indian agents have to listen to 
the guardians -who advise as to how 
money shall bs turned over to their 
jrards. 


There Is no federal check on what 


the guardians do with the money 
•when they get it and some of them 
have done everything -with it except 
Jura it over to the Indian owner.

Tb« Lawyers, who resigned Dec. 


15 as general counsel and assistant 
general counsel, respectively of the 
radio commission, challenge that "• 
agency's interpretation of the cele-' 
brated Davis amendment, which re- 
quires fair and equitable distribution 
of broadcasting facilities among tho 
states based on population. 


Specifically. Webster and Segal at- 


tack the mathematical quota system 
adopted by the commission, under 
which each state is listed as entitled 
to a certain percentage of the na- 
tional facilities. They raise the con- 
tention that the commission has act- 
ed in contravention of the intent of 
the amendment in a formal motion 
filed with the commission. The mo- 
tion seeks reconsideration by the 
commission of the- application for a 
new regional station by "W. O. Ans- 
ley, Jr., of Abilene, Tex., which has 
been designated for a hearing.
